Evans accused his 
wife of undue friendliness with other 
men just a few minutes prior to his 
death was given by C. J. Christian,

DICTATOR'S ROLE

Destiny of All Americas 
Safe Under Monroe Doc- 
trine, Says Secretary of 
State. 


Minneapolis, August 50. 
United States has no intention of be- 
ing overlord in the Americas through 
the Monroe Doctrine, whose principle 
remains unchanged after 100 years 
and which “does not 
tablish a protectorate 
American states.” 
. In its relations with Europe, 
attitude of thé United States is “one 
of independéfice, not isolation,’ with 
public opinion generally still against 
participation in affairs abroad. 

These two principles of his steward- 
ship, were emphasized here Thursday | 
night by Secretary of State Hughes; 
in an address before the American 
Bar association—the former in answer 
to critics who have charged this gov- 
ernment with imperial ambitions on 
the basis of interest in.

Athens, August 30.—The Greek 
government has replied to the Italian 
ultimatum embodying demands for 
reparations for the massacre of the— 
members of the Italian boundary 
mission at the Albanian frontier. 
Greece. accepts four of Italy's de- 
mands with modifications, and rejects 
three of them. 

The commandant of the place 
where the murders were committed, 
it is specified, shall express the Greek 
government's sorrow to Signor Mon- 
tagna, the Italian minister to Greece, 
A memorial service shall be held in 
the presence of the members of the 
Greek ‘government. On the same day 
a detachment of the guard shall sa- 
lute the Italian flag at the legation, 
and military forces at Treveza ghall 
render honors to the bodies of the 
victims while they are being trans- 
ferre to an Italian warship. 

The fourth, fifth and sixth demands 
are rejected on the ground that they 
infringe the sovereignty and honor 
of Greece. 

The fourth demand provides for 
the severest inquiry by the Greek 
authorities at the scene of the massa- 
ere, at which the Italian military at- 
tache will be present. The fiffh de-

In Tech Classes 


Enrolment for the first engineering 
classes under the cooperative plan 
between the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology and the Central of Georgia 
railway has been completed. Forty- 
nine boys from all parts of the state 
are at work and eight are on tbe 
waiting list. 

The plan, which has just been put 
into effect, gives boys an opportun- 
ity to earn their .way through college 
by working half their time at the 
shops of the Central: of Georgia in 
Macon, Columbus and Savannah, and 
spending the remaining half of the 
rtime at Tech. ‘They receive regular 
apprentice wages and will earn a 
sufficient amount to pay all their col- 
lege expenses. The course leads to 
the regular degrees, but takes five 
years instead of four for completion. 
The Central of Georgia is the first 
railway in the south to adopt this 
plan and the experiment is being 
watched with much interest in indus- 
trial circles. The first section of 
students has been at work for four 
weeks and the master mechanics in 
the several shops report that the 
students have done splendid work. Al! 
of them are graduates from accredit- 
ed high schools or have qualified with 
the entrance requirements of Tech.

Mr. Woodward achieved a dis- 
tinction held by no other man— 
that of having been mayor of At- 
lanta for four terms, This unique

That this confidence was well 
placed, no one who knew Mr. Wood- 
ward can deny. While he had his 
critics and his enemies—no man in 
public life cam escape these—his

Often roughshod in his methods, 
he saw the end to which he was 
Striving and he was generally ruth- 
less in the directness with which he 
drove for his goal. 

That he was a man of great per- 
sonal force there can be no doubt— 
that he was honest was conceded by 
even his most bitter adversaries. 
He was a “self made man,” starting 
at the bottom and working his way 
as a boy through a printing shop to 
leadership in a craft with which he 
was connected for many years in 
Atlanta. He entered the service of 
the city in council years ago. He 
served the city four terms as mayor, 
each time after a heated campaign. 

In two of the most hotly con- 
tested campaigns ever held in At- 
lanta he was defeated. Attacked 
bitterly, very often he would retal- 
iate with vicious fervor that some- 
times proved effective and at others 
acted as a boomerang, for his 
charges were frequently fiercer than 
warranted by facts. But he was at 


It will ever be to his credit that 
during the four terms of his incum- 
bency, whatever else may have been 
Said about him, his honesty was 
never brought into question. 


AN UNREWARDED SEARCH. 

That distant fields are not always 
as green as they look, when they 
are examined at close range, seems 
to be the opinion of a large majori- 
ty of the colored citizens uf Georgia 
who have returned to their homes 
after more or less successful pil- 
grimages to the north and west, in 
search of fortune. 

That the wages paid for labor 

in the industrial centers of the efst 
are higher than those paid in the 
south, is not denied by any one ac- 
quainted with economic conditions. 
To this condition, however, must 
be added the equally self-evident 
fact that fiving costs are so much 
greater as to more than offset the 
additional wage paid, thus leaving 
the net result in surplus cash far 
less satisfactory than it is in the 
south. 
This condition of affairs has once 
more been confirmed in the experi- 
ences of Ed White, colored citizen 
of Bibb county. White is employed 
as warehouseman by the Bibb com- 
pany, and in a recent edition of 
The Bibb Recorder, the weekly pub- 
lication of that great textile com- 
pany, he gives his impressions of a 
vacation spent in several of the 
larger eastern cities. . 

White states that he found, by 
personal investigation, that as many 
as six colored men are living in 
One room in a Philadelphia board- 
ing house, that the same room is 
doing double- duty, six more men 
occupying it in the day time, and 
that all twelve of them are paying 
exorbitantly high rent. He Says he 
was charged $2 for.the privilege of 
taking a bath in this place. He 
found that the same class of houses 
which rent in Macon for $10 per 
month cost as much as $40 or $45 
a month in the east; that provisions | 
of all sorts are high, and that living 
conditions are anything but desira- 
able. He believes, under these con- 
ditions many thousands of colored 
people in these northern cities . will 
die during the coming winter. 

Commenting upon .this experi- 
ence of a trusted employee of the 
concern, The Bibb Recorder says: 


“Other reports of a like nature 
have come back to Georgia and it 
is quite apparent that the negroes who 
have left the south have been badly 
fooled.» TLe lesson they are learning 
ig certain to convince them that it 
foolish to move for what looks like 
a better job, and then find that all 
of the increased pay is taken for 
higher rents and higher food, to say 
nothing of facing weather conditions 
that cre not as ideal as in the south.” 


And this is the same story that 
comes from every part of the north 
to which southern negroes have 
gone “in search of the end of the 
rainbow.”

NEW HEARING GRANTED 
UN RAILROAD LEASE 


The Georgia publie service commis- 
sion in a ruling Thursday reversed 
its previous ruling and granted a re- 
hearing before the interstate commerce 
commission to the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railroad, on its 
petition for acquisition of the Caro- 
lina, Clinchfield and Ohio railroad. 
The commission had previously held 


soon after the petition was filed that 
ts» permit the lease would provide 
competition for the state-owned West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad. 

At its same ‘session the commission 
handed down a decision providing that 
a uniform additional fare be charged 
Ly class A railroads operating in Geor- 
gia for tickets purchased by passen- 
gers on trains. An additional charge 
of 15 cents for each ticket purchased 
on the train is allowed on class A 
railroads, while on class B railroads, 
which include virtually alf the short 
lines of the state, an additional charge 
of one cent per mile in addition to the 
regular fare is allowed. 

The Savannah Gas company was 
authorized to reorganize its finances 
by issuing capital stock in the total 
amount of $1,850,000 par value, and 
to issue first mortgage six per cent 
3-year gold bonds at $600,000 par 
value. The bonds will mature semi- 
annually dated September 1, 1923 
ed due and payable September 1,

TAKE A CUE FROM THE CAT. 

Mr. T. J. Cat, whose whiskers are 
now five inches long and whose claws 
are perhaps not quite so long, was in 
his childhood very fond of black 
snakes. Nearly every morning. in 
summer at the shore T. J. would bring 
home a lively young snake and play 
with it for an hour or so about the 
yard. One day a bold and ferocious

looking grandfather snake crawled out | 


of the stones about the dock and ap- 
rroached Mr. Cat in a defiant manne. 
A rash performance, indeed. T. J. 
paid little attention until the auda- 
cious old boy had thrust his head 
within a foot of the mat where T. J. 
pretended to snooze. Then a lightning 
thrust of a wickedly armed paw, and 
poor grandfather’s head was cruelly 
injured. He tried to get back to safe- 
ty under the stones, but T. J. was un- 
willing to let him go until he played 
with him for an hour or so. 

From snakes“T. J. turned to squir- 
rels, rats, birds, small and medium 
sized dogs, and finals neighborhood 
felines for sport. He had a merry 
time and everything his own way un- 
ti: he began to pick on the neighbors’ 
cats. It must be a tough neighbor- 
hood, T. J.’s., because up to the time 
wien he began bullying members of 
his own species he was really a sleek 
and handsome fellow, but now he is a 
sorry looking specimen indeed. Some 
mornings he is unable to drag himself 
home at all; such has been the fierce- 
ness of the battle in the night. Again 
he slinks home with a large portion of 
his fine coat missing and frightful 
wounds to show for the night’s cam- 
poign. 

T. J.’s treatment fcr these wounds 
is very simple and unfailingly success- 
ful. He gives them a lick or two, if 
they are reasonably -cecessible; then 
he applies asepsis, scientific neglect 
and the open air method, just a re- 
markably intelligent cooperation with 

rature, nature spelled with a capi- 
tal N. 

Don’t emulate T. J. Dor’t lick your 
vounds and crawl off under the steve 
to wait for them to heal. But take a 
cue from his procedure which is so 
effectual—for cats. It is more diffi- 
cult for a man to keep his wound 
clean than it is for a cat, because the 
man yearns to handle his wound with 
hig fingers or to put something on the 
wound, thus polluting or contaminat- 
ing the wound surface, planting some 
germs there. Maybe it i: some dirty 
cintment which conveys the germs to 
the wound surface; maybe it is some 
bit of cloth or dressing material which, 
even though primarily sterilized, is 
itself contaminated with the germs 
through handling. ~But usually it is 
somebody’s fingers. One of the most 
difficult things a doctor has to do 
when caring for wounds is to keep the 
patient’s own inquisitive fingers from 
centact with the wound surface. It 
is remarkable how difficult it ig to do 
this. A cat is infinitely more aseptic 
7» the care of his wounds than a man 
ix. Aseptic means without poison: 
aseptic care means care to prevent in- 
troductiom of (germ) poison, and is 
far more difficult than even the most 
ot layman can imagine.

Against 
the probability of more harm from insects 
in the valley and Atlantics there is -the 
possibility of improvement in Texas, as the 
reault of the belated rains in event of an 
open fall. However, what tomorrow's gov- 
ernment crop forecast :nay be, the chances 
are a good index to the year’s probable 
crop, as any improvement in Texas will 
likely be offset by probable further damage 
by weevil and worms elsewhere in the belt. 
and in event of Texas failing to add to its 
present crop prospects, the final yield may 
be smaller than present indications, which 
promise to be inadequate for trade require- 
ments. The average guess of 82 members of 
the New York cotton exchange on the con- 
dition is 56.3, and the average of 15 private 
condition reports is 56.4. Last month the 
average of private reports wac 70.1, but the

Chief Tonneson took spe- 
cial precautions against possible trou- 
ble as the result of a somewhat. lesser 
disturbance at a klan meeting sev- 
He stationed uni- 
formed patrolmen and plainclothes- 
men on the inside and outside of the 
hall and at several other points in 
the vicinity. 

The klansmen gathered soon after 
8 o’clock, donned their robes and be- 
gan their ceremonies. Soon little 
groups began to form in front of the 
building, the number being augmented 
until it was estimated that 5,000 per- 
sons were in the crowd. Men in the 
front ranks demanded admittance to 
the hall and when they were re- 
fused the fight began. 

Chief Tonneson declared, after quiet 
had been restored, that he knew the 
instigators of the trouble and prom- 
ised the arrests of prominent local 
men, 

Roads Are Clogged. 

The quiet lasted only for a short 
time. Three automobiles in which 
policemen were escorting klansmen 
away from the hall were surrounded 
by the erowd and one of the cars was 
overturned. The occupants were giv- 
en a severe beating. «The other cars 
got away but one of them soon was 
inet by another crowd. This car also 
was overturned and its occupants 
beaten. The patrol wagon which had 
started away earlier with a number of 
the klansmen was met on the road 
leading to Sewaren, five miles from 
here, and the passengers were taken 
out and given a beating. 

The roads leading into Perth Amboy 
late tonight were clogged with thou- 
sand of automobiles carrying residents 
cf other towns who had heard of the 
fight. . The first squad of state troop- 
ers was soon reinforced by others and 
they managed to driye the milling 
throng back one block from Odd Fel- 
lows’ hall.
